REMARKS 

Claims 1-2, 4, 6-14, 16, and 18-24 were pending. Claims 25-26 have been added. 
Claims 1, 10, 11, 13, 22, and 23 have been amended. Accordingly, claims 1-2, 4, 6-14, 
16, and 18-26 are pending. 

In the present Office Action, claims 1 1, 13-14, 16, and 18-24 stand rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In view 
of the amendments to claims 1 1 and 13, the above rejections are believed overcome. 

In the present Office Action, claims 1-2, 6, 8-9, and 1 1 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Published Application 2001/0042187 
("Tremblay"). In addition, claims 7 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Tremblay. 

Claims 10 and 12 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant has amended each of independent claims 1 and 13 to incorporate 
subject matter from prior claim 10. In addition, new claims 24 and 25 correspond to the 
subject matter of allowable claim 12. In particular, claim 24 reflects claims 1 and 12, and 
claim 25 reflects claim 13 and 12.
